The bill as recommended by the sed- |
ate finance committee was t‘xm-lly:
£100,000 less than the bill which was |
advanced to third reading late tonight. |
The 100,000 represents an addition
for the Yankton bridge tacked on by
eifenrath of Knox, The senate voted
16 to 13 in favor of this hike.

Less Than Budget.

Despite all additions made to the |
Bill it still calla for less in the way
of direct taxation than the budget

recommended by Governor Bryan., Faol
lowing is a comparison of the totals
necessary to raise hy taxation under
the house hill, the senate bill and the
Bryan budget:

Bryan budget, £15,818,350.90; house
bill, $15,206,653.42; senate bill, §15,-
816,700.42,

The senate bill takes care of appro-
priations for existing activities in con-
formity with the governor's request
and the appropriations for the activi-|
tles are arranged in such a manner,
according to Senator Purcell, demo- |
crat, that they can be arranged to
dovetail with any subsequent bill that |
may change the present method of
handling state activities, |

Following are the chief increases, in|
addition to state activities appropria-|
tions, of the senate hill over the house|
bill:
